of his crop in October, polarized thirteen per 
cent of sugar, and in November, 16.3 per 
cent, with but two per cent of impurities. 
Those raised by his neighbors averaged about 
thirteen per cent sugar. 

It is believed by some of the farmers in the 
Valley, that the sugar beet at two dollars per 
ton, will bring better returns, everything con- 
sidered, than crops of broom corn have usu- 
ally brought. The waste products of the 
beet leaves and pulp, being good food for 
cattle, it is thought the farmers will soon be 
able to keep more stock, and thus furnish 
more manure to apply to the land. Ifthe 
Mohawk \ alley is as rich, and its fertility as 
enduring as its resident farmers represent it 
to be, there would seem to be no obstacle in 
the way of establishing at least one successful 
beet sugar factory in the vicinity.

MUT ON OATS. 


I have been troubled more or less for a number 
of years with smutty heads of oats, and they have 
been increasing rapidly until year before last when 
one-half or more of the heads were blasted and 
full of smut, and I concluded it must be in the 
seed; and it was quite evident that I must either 
get rid of the oats or the smut. Hoping to des 
troy this smut, I soaked my seed oats, for one 
field, ina solution of sulphate of copper or blue 
vitriol, using one pound for four bushels of oats, 
with entire success. ‘There were not half a dozen 
smutty heads on the whole field, and those pro- 
bably, came from oats which escaped wetting 
with the solution. The vitriol was dissolved in an 
iron kettle with hot water, using only enough wa 
ter to dissolve it, and, when cooled, it was 
sprinkled over the oats in tubs, and well stirred in, 
and allowed to soak over night, when they were 
again stirred up and dried with fine plaster and 
sown. Ihave read that salt brine would do the 
business, but it entirely failed with me on another 
field which was sown for fodder. I have often 
wondered if we could - - of — on — as 
easily ; ve never tried it, but intend to do so.

POISON ¢ 

Can you give me any information in regard to 
cattle getting poisoned by eating any plants which 
grow in our common pastures : In the past two 
years I have lost two heifers and one yearling ina 
Yery unaccountable manner. They refused to eat 
for one or two days, and then were taken with 
violent spasms, frothing at the mouth and grating 
their teeth, and would die in about two hours, in 
great agony. There is some low laurel in my pas- 
tures, and some sprouts of wild cherry and choke 
cherry growing around mowing lots, which are 
cut every year and raked into the hay. Would

hard from morning till night; and yet this 
farming by ploughing in green crops was 
proved to be so profitable that the owner had 
nothing to do but to sit in the shade on the 
border of the field while his hired help did all 
the work. ‘There was, however, one little 
weak point, as I thought, in his figuring, which 
was that he had carried on this lucrative busi- 
ness only to that point where a crop of his 
five or ten bushels per acre rye had been 
ploughed in, followed by a crop of buckwheat, 
and now a crop of rye growing ready to 
plough in next summer. The three tons of 
hay, sixty or eighty bushels of corn, and the 
200 bushels of potatoes, and the $1000 salary 
are all yet in the imagination, except as they 
appear on the printed page. Now, it struck 
me that Dr. Bailey's figuring was at present 
a little too much of the imaginary sort to be | 
relied upon as authority. : | 

I shall be very glad sugar beets 
grown so cheaply in this country that America | 
will be independent of imported sugar, but 
until I am pretty sure that thirty tons of good 
beets per acre have been grown on ordinary 
Massachusetts, lightish, loamy land, with no | 
dressing, except eight cords of stable manure | 
and 250 pounds of superphosphate per acre, 
applied the year previous for a crop of fifty 
tons of green corn fodder, I shall remain as at 
present, somewhat in doubt as to the success | 
in store for us from this crop figured on such | 
a basis. 

If Dr. Bailey, or any other Massachusetts 
farmer, working light, loamy soils, has ever 
grown a crop of sugar beets yielding at the 
rate of thirty tons, even on one acre, without 
any fertilizer being applied the same year, 
and only eight cords of manure and 250 
pounds of superphosphate the year previous, 
the outlook for beet sugar making in New | 
England is much better than the most san- 
guine have vet dared to hope.

legerdemain of one man or another whi h will 
compensate for their Particular 
cleanliness, and scrupulous, unvarying care of 
the milk till it reaches the factory, must be 
used, day by day, all through the season. 
The factory can do nothing to radically change | 
the character or condition of the milk after it 
is taken into the vat. We may contend, in- |

The cedar trees are in like proportion 
tain crude carbolic acid; I use it in this form | and are most valuable for wooden ware ll 
because it is stronger and better for the pur-| kinds, while the firs are the best for spar and 


pose and costs but very little (about twenty- 
five cents per gallon, I think.) I pour a 
quantity of this dark crude acid into a quan- 
tity of good strong domestic soft soap; stir 
well together, and allow to stand fora few 
hours. I then test the compound by mixing a 
little of it with soft water. If too much acid 
has been added, oily particles of carbolic acid 
will be observed floating on the surface. This 
shows that more acid has been put in than the 
soap will incorporate or cut, and more soap 
should be added to balance the excess of acid. 
No more definite rule can be given, as so 
much depends on the strength of the soap 
Two or three tablespoonfuls of the acid to a 
quart of soap may first be tried. I prefer to 
nake as strong with acid as the soap will per- 
fectly cut. A very little practice will enable 
ny one to compound it correctly. The re- 
fined acid may be used when the crude is not 
at hand. 

When prepared as above, make a moder- 
ately strong suds, and apply with syringe or 
sponge. In using on very delicate plants, 
should any fear be felt for the plants, they 
can be rinsed off after a few minutes. 

My first and eminently successful use of this 
compound was some years since, on a block of 
young cherry trees, some fifty thousand in 
number. The black aphis came down like a
